By the end of the week. because of the coal strike, 
the figures were soaring. Not only were 400,000 soft coal 
miners idle, but scores of other big and little concerns were 
laying off employes by reason of lack of steel and other 
parts due to the coal scarcity. 
Lord furloughed 45,000 workers, aud Phileo Assem­ 
bly plant in Philadelphia 5500. Many other lines were 
Saying off in proportion. Steel itself was down to 50 per 
cent production and still dropping. It was estimated that 
even if the coal strike is settled promptly, 3,500,000 ingot 
tons of steel will be lost at a period when it is badly needed, 
I he President’s cheerful figures were an ill-timed 
piece of optimism. Vt hat is required is realism and lead­ 
ership. not a head-in-the-sand attitude that all is well. 
Even aside from the developments since he delivered 
his report, his pie ture of national activity was misleading 
and was quite out of line with facts known by every Amer­ 
ican who reads the newspapers or tries to go shopping. 
In the sense that everyone is unemployed who could 
lie contributing to production but is not, unemployment is 
many millions larger than the President s figures indicated. 
I he level of production now attained is far Indow 
capacity, Ik*low normal, below need, We are not even 
holding our own; shortages are growing worst, not 1**1 
tor; cars, for example, are wearing out faster than they 
are being produced. 
It is perfectly fantastic to imagine that all of the 
American workers except three million have their sleeves 
i rolled up and are busy turning out the things we* aud the 
•»*; rest of the world needs.
